IREND OF INDIAN 
NATIONALISM 


A MISSIONARY’S VIEWS

NDIAN Nationalism has a definite 
| tendency towards becoming Communism, 
according to an Indian missionarv, Mr. 
J. M. Gnaniah, who is now on a visit to 
Dublin. 
As a former supporter of Mahatma Gandhi, 
he naturally knows a great deal about the 
policy of the Indian nationalists. He worked 
as an agitator on behalf of the Nationalist 
cause in the towns and villages of Southern

India for about sixteen months. Yesterday 
he told me that he was born of high-caste 
Indian parents in Ceylon, where his father 
was a tea-planter. After working for some 
time on the tea estates, Mr. Gnaniah, together 
with many other Indian youths, began to 
regard Gandhi—then in prison—as a martyr. 
The intense Nationalist feeling which was 
sweeping through the country swept him up, 
and that is how he became an agitator who 
toured Southern India, explaining to his 
fellow-Indians that they could not be 
respected among the Commonwealth of 
Nations because they were not free, 

‘“‘ At that time I had an intense dislike for 
* whites,’ and ardently preached to those of 
my countrymen who thought that freedom 
would come through British rule 


MISSIONARIES’ INFLUENCE 


“Then, one day in Travancore, while on 
my way to address a Nationalist demonstra- 
tion, I saw two white missionaries starting 
a meeting on the roadside. I stopped just to 
hear what they had to say, and gradually I 
began to be interested in the Gospel they 
were preaching. 

““1 had been brought up as a Christian, 
but 1 had left the faith in order to become 
one with mv _ fellow-Nationalists: I was a 
Hindoo and dressed in Hindoo clothes. For 
the next few days I went to those mis- 
sionaries, and abandoned my work as an 
agitator.” 

Mr, Gnaniah then told me how he changed 
from a missionary for Indian Nationalism to 
a missionary for Christianity, and went back 
to work among the coolies on the tea planta- 
tions. After some time the white missionaries 
suggested that he should visit England to be 
trained for work among the _ high-caste 
Indians, and now he is a student in Swansea 
University. At the present time he is doing 
a missionary tour, and it is in the courge of 
this work that he has come to Dublin—he 
lectures on the application of Christian faith 
to modern needs at the Metropolitan Hall, 
Dublin, this afternoon and to-night. 

In the near future he returns to India to 
resume his missionary work there. 
Mr. Gnaniah admitted that the Nationalist 
cause in India does tend towards Communism. 
“The public there does not know that, 
because the many wealthy Indians who 
support the cause are deeply religious men. 
But some Indians are now looking to Russia 
for guidance—instead of to Britain—because 
they consider that the Christian faith has 


failed to stop the evils of capitalism.”’

WATERFORD TRADE 
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STATEMENT AT CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE 
From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Monday. 


Mr. J. A. Nolan, who was to-day installed 
as President of the Waterford Chamber of 
Commerce for the ensuing year, read the 
annual report. The-extensive premises of the 
Allied Ironfounders (Ireland), Ltd., the re- 
port stated, had just been completed, and 
would be in: production early this year 
Building operations had also been started on 
the site of the new jute factory of Messrs. 
J. and L. F. Goodbody, Ltd. Activity in the 
building trades had been continued, and 
further progress had been made in municipal 
and other housing and building schemes, and 
it was confidently expected that additional 
industries would be established in Waterford 
during 1937. 

The net result of the port’s trading for the 
year was an increase in revenue of £1.600 
over 1935, but was almost £9,000 less than 
for the peak years of 1930-31. A considerable 
portion of last year’s revenve was derived 
from what might be termed extraordinary 
traffic. Owing to the national policy, it 
was only natural to expect that the shipping 
industry must suffer, and that the port of 
Wateriord must be prepared for a decrease in 
trade. 

Xeferring to the rail services between 
Waterford and Dublin, the report stated :— 
This Chamber, in conjunction with other 
public hodies, has continued to press the 
Great Southern Railways for improvements 
in both passenger and goods services to and 
from Waterford, but it is with regret that 
the directors have to report that no improve- 
ments have resulted. The journey by rail 
from Waterford to Dublin takes the same 
time to-day as it did some thirty years ago.

to deputies. It is a short bill of six sections, 
and its purpose is, as indicated in the title, 
“to enable bodies charged with the adminis- 
iration of the relief of the poor to give 
assistance to certain classes of societies 
engaged in relieving poor persons, and to 
validate assistance so given by such bodies 
before the passing of this Act.” 

For the purposes of the Act a “ public 
assistance authority ” is defined as ‘‘a body 
charged by law with the administration of 
the relief of the noor,’’ and the expression 
‘society for relieving poor persons “ means a 
body of persons, incorporated or unincor- 
porated, which has as its object or one of its 
objects the giving of reiieí to poor persons. 

The principal section sets out that when 
a public assistance authcrity is satisfied that 
a society for relieving poor persons affords 
relief by providing food and lodging in 
premises under its control, and by doing so 
venders useful aid in the administration of 
relief, the public assistance authority may, with 
the consent of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, give assistance to such society by (a) 
contributing to the expenses incurred by the 
society; (b) by supplying it with food, light, 
fuel, water or other.commodity for use in 
giving relief; (c) by giving the society the 
use of premises in the occupation of the 
public assistance authority, and where requi- 
site making alterations and repairs, and 
supplying furniture and fittings in. order to 
make them suitable for the purpose; or .(d) 
by providing premises with the requisite 
furniture and fittings. 3 

Another section vaiidates any act of this 
character which may have been done by any 
public assistance authority during the ten 
vears prior to the passing of the Act. It is 
further provided that the public assistance 
authority may, with the consent of the 
Minister, borrow money for the purpose of 
providing premises, making repairs or pro- 
viding furniture.

FRENCH AIRWOMAN’S 
EXTRADITION

TO REMAIN SEVERAL DAYS 
IN BOULOGNE PRISON 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENTS 
BOULOGNE, Monday, 


Madame Irene Schmeder, the French 
airwoman, against whom extradition pro- 
ceedings were taken at Bow Street Police 
Court, London, recently, returned to 
France to-day. Accompanied only by two 
police officers, one of them a woman, she 
landed here shortly after noon. She was 
met on arrival by her brother and her 
lawyer, Maitre Thaon, 

A crowd of spectators who gathered on 
the quay gazed curiously at the party as 
they disembarked. Mme. Schmeder was 
the last to leave the boat, 

The Police Commissioner of Boulogne, 
M. Ligier, was awaiting with his motor 
car, and Mme. Schmeder, her brother and 
Maitre Thaon were driven immediately to 
Boulogne Prison. 

It was originally intended that she 
should be conveyed direct to Versailles for 
examination by the magistrate in charge 
of her case. ° 

This arrangement was, however, can- 
celled at the last moment, and she will 
now remain in Boulogne Prison for two 
or three days before being taken on to 
Versailles. The reason for the altered 
plans is that a request by her lawyer, 
Maitre Thaon, that she might be conveyed 
direct to Versailles by car from Boulogne 
has been referred to the Public Prosgeutor 
at Versailles, and time has to be alléwed 
for his reply. 

Madame Schmeder was greatly distressed 
when she learned that she could not go 
immediately to Paris. 

The extradition ‘proceedings against 
Madame Schmeder arose from the alleged

Shipbuildin 

In all Dublin I know of nu other place 
where one can find so many interesting 
and unusual things as within the limits of 
the Port and Docks. In the dockyard 
especially there is much to occupy an in- 
quisitive mind. At the moment interest 
gravitates to the main slip, where Ship 
169 is day by day taking on shape. Ina 
few months’ time, I am told, it will be 
ready to go down to the sea and occupy, 
as the Psalmist said, its business in great 
waters. 

Many people are unaware of the fact 
that shipbuilding at Dublin was once a 
flourishing industry, comparatively speak- 
ing. A hundred years ago there were five 
shipyards at the port, all doing well and 
giving employment. Business began to 
dwindle with the death of the last 
survivor of the firm, Bewley and Webb, 
and there was no change for the better 
when, in 1902, the Dublin Dockyard Com- 
pany took over the reins. Thirteen years 
ago the property again changed hands 
when Vickers (of Ireland) began the work 
of restoring Dublin shipbuilding to its lost 
prestige. 

It may surprise many to know that 
Dublin abounds in facilities for shipbuild- 
ing. There are at present five ae in 
perfect order, with facilities for the build- 
ing of vessels of from three hundred to 
four hundred feet in length. These berths 
are on solid ground, with the water edge 
sheet piled. They are, as well, situated 
at the part of the harbour where the water 
is deepest. Perhaps the only disadvantage 
is the fact that ships, on being launched, 
have not sufficient run ; even a small-sized 
vessel would dash itself to pieces on the 
opposite quay wall if it were released from 
the slip without a proper “ brake.’’ 
Strong hawsers, however, provide a 
sufficient tie-back, and in the history of 
shipbuilding at Dublin no tragedy of the 
kind has ever occurred

The editor looks through all the “ shots, 
selects the scenes that seem to him likely 
to make the greatest appeal, and hangs 
them in sequence on a special frame. An 
assistant at the pasting machine actually 
cuts- and glues the pieces together in 
proper order, sticking the pieces together 
with a special adhesive made from old 
films. The business of cutting, or editing, 
is excellent training for a directorial 
career, and many notable directors have 
graduated from the editorial room, 
Perhaps the most notable of these are 
King Vidor, George Fitzmaurice, Cecil B. 
de Mille and Victor Fleming. 


Adolph Zukor's Jubilee 


This week a man whose name is familiar 
to millions of cinema patrons celebrated 
his jubilee in the film business. Twenty- 
five years ago Adolph Zukor founded the 
Paramount Company, and during that 
long period he has probably created more 
reputations on the screen than any half- 
dozen film pioneers. Zukor was a pioneer. 
In 1912 the films had not become either 
important or significant; they were still 
just ‘‘ flicks.’’ Although he is known io 
the entire world by name, Zukor is per- 
sonally known to very few. He is a shy, 
retiring personality, who never sought the 
limelight which he so lavishly bestowed 
upon others. He is a little man of 5 feet 
ó inches, born in- Hungary some 63 years 
ago, who emigrated to America at the age 
of fifteen and sought a livelihood in the 
fur trade. When the films made their 
first flickering appearance Zukor saw their 
possibilities, and made an experimental 
tour of the United States with an early 
specimen. The success of his tour led to a 
more active interest, and he began to. make 
full-length films for his own company. He 
also began to make his own “ stars,’’ and 
it is this “ star ” system that is probably 
his most important contribution to the 
business side of the cinéma organisation. 
It was Zukor who introduced Mary Pick- 
ford, and who first brought to the screen 
scores of its most prominent personalities. 
It may be that the “ star ” system is now 
breaking under the strain of a more 
critical cinema audience; but in its time it 
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enabled the young art and industry 
to surmount apparently insurmountable 
obstacles. His silver jubilee brought all 
Hollywood, and screen people from many 
lands, to do him honour. This is as it 
should be, for it may be said without any 
exaggeration that it was Adolph Zukor, 
the little fur trader from Hungary, who 
set the example upon which the prosperity 
and prestige of Hollywood rest to-day. If

Those whose memory goes back 25 years— 
those. who remember the first flickering

SWIM UNDER WATER 
TO SAFETY

HREE Cornish tin-miners, who 
had been trapped for forty-nine 
hours three hundred feet below the 
surface, swam to safety last night, 
after a comrade had risked his life 
by swimming under water to the 
shaft in which they were imprisoned, 


COMRADE'S GALLANTRY 


The men—Jack Bates, George Williams 
and David Sedgeman—three of the 170 
Tin Mines 
Company's mine near Penzance, were 
caught by an inrush of water at 6 p.m. on 
Saturday. At first it was thought that 
they had been drowned. Then rescuers 
heard tapping, and were able to locate the 
position.of the men. 

Pumping went on ceaselessly, but last 
night the position became an anxious one. 
As soon as sufficient water had been 
pumped out Clifford Bawden, a comrade 
of the trapped men, decided to make an 
attempt to swim through. He took with 
him a supply of brandy, swam along the 
flooded shaft, and dived under water at 
the point at which the floods reached the 
roof of the working. He arrived at the spot 
where the three men were marooned on a 
ledge. 


HOME AGAIN 


Bawden explained to them how they 
could reach safety. They decided to take 
the risk, and soon all four had reached 
the waiting men on the other side. 

The trapped men were little the worse 
for their ordeal, and were taken to their 
homes by ambulances. 

When Bawden found his colleagues’ on 
the ledge they inquired how far it was to 
safety, and, when told that it was about 
fifty yards, they decided, despite their 
being weakened by hunger, to try to get 
through. 

All three men were swimmers, and, but 
for this fact, would still have been im- 
prisoned in the mine.

GENERAL HERTZOG'S

him by any of his Governments.’’ 
Moving the second reading of: the 
Abdication Bill, the Prime Minister gave 
the history of the abdication of King 
Edward VIII. from the South African 
point of view. 
While telegrems were being exchanged, 
said General Hertzog, the suggestion was 
made by the United Kingdom Govern- 


ment that the Union should, under 
Section Four of the Statute of West- 
minister, request and consent to the 


extension of the contemplated British Act 
to the Union. 

The Union Government, however, could 
not, and would not, accede, since Section 
Two of the Status Act of 1934 clearly pre- 
cluded any such request and consent being 
made by the Government. i 


BRITISH LAWS 


In reply to a question by the British 
Government as to whether the Union 
Government was prepared to assent to the 
proposed alteration in British laws relat- 
ing to the succession to the Throne, 
General Hertzog said that he intimated to 
the British Government that any altera- 
tion in the laws of succession required the 
assent of the Parliament of the Union. 
The Union Government, however, was 
prepared to give such assent, and such 
assent might be mentioned in the preamble 
to the British Act, pending a bill to be 
laid before the Union Parliament. But 
the British Act, continued the Prime 
Minister, did not apply to the Union 
The Union Government had not agreed 
with the British Government as to what 
Act of Parliament was necessary to give 
effect to the King’s abdication.

RIVERS FROZEN 
OVER 


DEATHS FROM COLD 
IN BULGARIA 


EMPESTUOUS gales at sea and 

Arctic cold inland have brought 

suffering and death to many parts of 
Europe during the last few days. 

Both the Vistula and the Danube 
are frozen over, from shore to shure, 
and intense cold prevails in Bulgaria 
and Poland. 

News of steamers in distress comes from 
the Mediterranean, as well as from the 
North Sea, where another Norgewian 
steamer, the Veni of Stavanger, with 
men on board, is now in desperate plight. 

The motor mail boat. Venus, of ‘Trym 


S.0.8. call on her return. journey from 
Newcastle and at once went to her help, 
was obliged to leave the disabled steamer 
yesterday and continue’ her voyage to 
Bergen, as the supply of fuel in her 
bunkers was running low. 

The Norwegian steamer Jupiter, also of 
Bergen, remaired by the Veni, ready to 
give assistance as soon as the weather 
should moderate. 


NORWAY’S EXAMPLE

Meanwhile flaming oil tanks still 
threaten the city with a recurrence of 
yesterday’s 1,500,000 dollars blaze. Flames 
broke ous again to-day in the Standard 
Oil Company’s refinery plant, but were 
subdued. 

Already the damage caused by the 
floods, which cover a total area larger 
“pe eo and Rg" is estimated to 
e close upon the 270,000,000 dollars 
(£54,000 090) suffered. in the terrible 
Mississippi floods ‘of 1927. 


CITIES EVACUATED 


Whole cities along the Mississippi have 
been evacuated. A Government expert 
said to-day that it would be another ten 
days before the crest of the flood reached 
the Mississippi Valley. — 

All women and children were ordered 
to evacuate Cairo (Illinois), which has a 
population of 12,000, when’ the flood 
waters reached within two feet of the top 
of the floodwall protecting the town. 

The authorities at Louisville, Kentucky, 
have appeale for Federal troops to save 
230,000 homeless persons from pestilence, 
panic and starvation. Meanwhile the 
inhabitants are hastening to evacuate the 
town, as the threat from the ever-rising 
floodwaters steadily increases.

In the village of 
Ballygeary, near Rosslare Harbour, the 
ground floors of houses have been flooded 
and the occupants forced to retreat up- 
stairs. The level of 'Tacaumshane Lake has 
risen still more. Hundreds of acres of 
land adjoining it are now deeply 
inundated. — Lady's Island Lake is also 
rising rapidly. Numerous roads all over 
the area are rendered impassable. Many 
of them are flooded to a depth of three 
feet.

UNITED STATES LINES’

Limerick Harbour Board to-day passed 


a resolution welcoming the project which, 
it is stated, the United States Lines have 
in view of. sending certain of their liners 
to a port of@call on the Shannon. 

A letter from the United States Lines 
addressed to Mr. William Griffin, editor, - 
New York Enquirer, who is at present 
visiting Ireland, was read at the meeting. 
The letter requested Mr. Griffin to explore 
the possibilities of bringing liners up the 
Shannon. i 

The Mayor (Alderman D. Bourke, T.D.) 
expressed the view that the project would 
materialise, and, as it was probable that 
the liners would anchor at Foynes, it 
would be of immense benefit to Limerick. 

Mr. D. O'Dwyer said that the Trans- 
atlantic air base, being located near 
Foynes, was an added attraction to the 
United States Lines to make the Shannon 
a port of call. 

Mr. J. P. Goodbody said that liners 
could come up the Shannon as far as 
Beigh Castle. 

Captain C. Hanrahan, Harbour Master, 
concurred, and added that there was a 
depth of approximately sixty feet of water 
at the spot, which was only one mile from 
the site of the air base. It was also stated 
that a comprehensive report was being 
prepared for submission to the United 


States Lines.

FEWER CASES IN CORK 


In a statement issued yesterday, Dr. J. C. 
Saunders, Cork City Medical Officer of Health, 


as to the progress of the infiuenza epidemic 
in this area, and to state that it definitely 
appears to be on the wane. This is based 
on the number of cases treated by dispensary 
doctors and on the deaths registered during 
the past week. 

‘“‘In- regard to the former returns the 
number of fresh cases in dispensary districts 
was 282, as compared with 494 and 583 in 
the two previous weeks. This may be taken 
to indicate a definite waning, and that the 
peak of the epidemic has been passed. 

““ As regards deaths, the number registered 
during the past week was 12, as compared 
with fo in the previous week. Of the former 
number, however, seven occurred in the week 


ended 16th January.” 
VERY HIGH DEATH-RATE 


Dr. Saunders adds a warning that pre- 
cautions must continue to be taken, and pro- 
ceeding he says: “That we have sed 
throu h an exceedingly sharp outbreak, 
indeed, is evident from an examination of 
the death returns both for influenza and for 
general diseases. For the week ended 16th 
inst. the total death-rate reached the extra- 
ordinary figure of 50.4 per 1,000. The 
average annual death-rate for the past few 
years has been in the region of 14.” 

He concludes by saying that, while it would 
not be justifiable to take liberties, the out- 
look on the whole is now distinctly hopeful. 
The majority of the primary schools in the 
city will remain closed for one more week.

DERRY STILL IN ITS GRIP 


The Londonderry Burns Club were unable 
to honour the memory of Robert Burns in 
the customary manner last night because, 
owing to the influenza epidemic, it was de- 
cided not to hold the usual Burns night anni- 
versary dinner. For many years the club 
members have met at the annual dinner to 
pay tribute to the poet’s memory, and were 
joined on each occasion by representatives of 
the public and commercial life of the city. 

Last night Burns Club members met over 
a cup of tea in a local restaurant and duly 
honoured the memory of Scotland’s poet. 

The epidemic shows signs of abating in 
Londonderry, but school attendances are still 
down by fifty per cent. The malady is of 
a rather serious type. 


CASES IN FLOODED AREA 


The influenza epidethic has spread to every 
home in or near the flooded district between 
Shannonbridge and Banagher. Dr. D’ Alton, 
Medical Officer of Health, had an arduous 
time during the week-end driving through 
flooded roads attending the sick. The schools 
at Shannonbridge and Shannonharbour are 
closed. 

On the Galway side of the Shannon the 
epidemic has not so far claimed many vic- 
tims. The schools at Banagher are still 
open, but with depleted attendances. ;

BURNS* ANNIVERSARY

HE birthday of Burns was observed over 
Tae wireless from the Athlone Station 

‘last night when a Burns’ anniversary 
programme was broadcast. The programme 
included selections by the Irsh Radio 
Orchestra, conducted by Lieutenant J. Doyle. 
They played Stephens’s Scottish Fantasia 
and ‘‘ From the Hebrides,’’ arranged by 
Waddell. The Caledonian Male Voice Choir, 
conducted by Mr. L. G. Banton, and ac- 
companied at the piano by Miss Violet 
Mackinnon, sang a number of part-voice 
settings of Burns’ songs, including: ‘‘ There 
was a lad was born in Kyle, '' ae grow 
the rushes O ” and “ Willie brewed a peck 
o' maut.’’ ‘‘ Bonnie wee thing,” as solo und 
chorus, also came across effectively. 
Generally the singing was good, though the 
lower parts at times were too dominant. One 
liked the enthusiasm of the singers in such 
songs as ' Duncan Gray,  “ A man’s a man 
for a’ that ” and “ Scots wha hae.”’ 

In the course of a short talk on Burns the 
Rev. A. H, Macpherson said that every Scots- 
man remembered that the 25th January was 
the birthday of Burns, but they remembered 
the birthday of Burns because they did not 
think of him in the first instance as a poet. 
They thought of him as one of themselves— 
he came, so to speak, into the family circle. 
Burns spoke to Scotsmen in their own 
language, and that was the secret of his 
universal hold on all Scottish hearts. He 
was a man of the people, and had lived his 
life for the most part among plain folk, and 
understood them with a deep insight. 
His heart thrilled to the dignity and 


tenderness that he discovered in lowly places | 
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among lowly people, and he set to music the 
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One's only regret at the recitals in the 
Members’ Hall of the Royal Dublin Society, 
Ballsbridge, yesterday was that the audiences 
were not twice as large, and that all potential 
string players could not be present to hear 
Mr. William Primrose’s playing of the viola. 
For too long has it been the habit to look 
down on this instrument—the Cinderella of 
the strings, as it has so commonly been 
styled—and_ to decry it as a solo instrument, 
Thanks, however, to the splendid pioneer 
work of William Primrose, and even more 
notably, Mr. Lionel Tertis, the viola has been 
brought more to the notice of concert-goers 
of recent years, and much has been done to 
disabuse the public of rather erroneous views 
held as to the appeal of the instrument. 

In the hands of a virtuoso like William 
Primrose it was shown yesterday, as this 
very accomplished player has demonstrated to 
Dublin a, "gang before now, that the ine 
strument is no duller in appeal than, say, 
the ‘cello, and that there is a wide field of 
musical composition available In the 
afternoon recital yesterday there was, 
for instance, the Sonata in G minor, a 
work full of interest from many angles. 
Written in three parts, it presents the string 
player with glorious opportunity in the first 
and third movements for bringing out rich 
tonequality. This was forthcoming in ample 
measure from Mr. Primrose. There was @ 
lovely rich warmth in the tone, and the legato 
was admirably sustained, the player catching 
very effectively the haunting Celtic imagery 
which Bax uses here as in much of his work, 

By contrast there was some extraordinary 
playing in the Allegro movement, and here 
one had a splendid exhibition of Mr. 
Primrose’s wonderful technique. Even more 
exhilarating and fascinating was the work of 
Mr. Ivor Newton at the piano, the introduc- 
tory passages of the first movement, and later 
the conversation in the Allegro with the viola 
being strikingly maintained. 

The Concerto in F minor by Nardini, a 
seventeenth century player-composer and 
pupil of Tartini, was rather inclined to be 
on the sombre side in its first two movements, 
but that effect was offset by the liveliness of 
the concluding movement. One liked, too, 
the appealing treatment of Romance b 
Benjamin Dale, with the reiteration in mi 
happy manner of its little theme song. As 
a final gesture, and as if to get rid of any 
lingering doubts as to the possibilities of the 
instrument, Mr. Primrose played a group 
that consisted of a familiar Bach Bourree, 
arranged by Sharpe, and an Allegro by Tar- 
tini, arranged by Bridgewater. They were 
played with all the brightness of tone of the 
violin and with a brilliance and ease that 
spoke highly cf the player's great technique, 
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Mobilising its farmers for the annual war 
against locusts in Northern and Central 
Argentma, the Government will provide them 
with 10,000 flame throwers as new weapons 
against the destructive insects.

at any moment. Burns had a deep respect 
for man as man, and it was on this theme 
he waxed so cloquently in his poem “A 
Man’s a Man for a’ That.’’ 

There was a rare grace of tender simplicity 
in Burns’ love poems—nothing strident, 
nothing strained. Everything had the rich 
spontaneity of one wno could express with un- 
erring touch the fundamental emotions of 
man. 

The lecturer concluded his talk by reading 
a number of Burns’ poems.
